ATLANTA (AP) — A man who 


said he might be killed for speak- 
ing has signed a statement that 
the dynamiting of the Jewish tem- 
ple was planned last May at a 
meeting of an anti-Somltic organi- 
zation in east Atlanta 


Police said the informant dic- 


tated the statement in the pres- 
ence of three officers late Monday 
night but asked that his name ..bo 
withheld because his home 'might,
